Vienna, February 16. 

HE. Rebels of Hungary advancing t’o- 
ther day in great Numbers to the 
Leita, General Heafter judg’d it proper 
to retire to Ebenfurth, with his Troops 
and Artillery: Whereupon the Rebels came 
over the Leita, burnt feveral Villages in this Province, 
and then retir’d. General Heifter is drawing together 
all the Force he can, with defign to return to Bruch 
on the Leita, and fome fay he is already mov’d that 
way. The Reports concerning the Meffage fent back 
to the Archbifhop of Colozza, by the Prieft who 
brought fome Proyofals from him on the part of the 
Rebeis, are very various; fome fay he carries full 
Powers to that Archbifhop to treat of an Accommo- 
dation with the Rebels; and others, that the Emperor 
has given him 2 Paffports for the Counts Berezeni 
and Caroli to come hither perfonally to reprefent 
their Grievances and make their Demands. The 
Elector Palatine continues here, and the time of his 
Departure is uncertain. The Hungarian Rebels have 
committed great Diforders about Presbourg and in 
Stiria: Wa have Advice likewafe that Trentfchin in 

-Hungary is furrendred to them ; and ahat the Suc- 
cours which were marching thither were defeated 
and 100 of them: kill’d. They have lately plun- 
der’d feveral Villages about Neuftar. We hear that 
a Body of French and Bavarians, drawn together at 
Scharding, have poffefs'\d themfelves of Neumark, 
with Defign to penetrate into the Upper Auftria to 
oblige the People to pay them Contributions. But 
GeneralGronsfelt who is with theBody he commands 
at Lintz, is making due Preparations to oppofe them. 
There are Letters which fay, that in the Incurfion 
the Enemy made to Neumark, they committed hor- 
rid Cruelties> And that they pillag’d the Place, not 
{paring the very Churches. The 14th 3 or goo new 
rais’d Horfe ‘were fent from hence to theLeita. The Re- 
-giment of Foot of Darmftad which was garrifon’d in 
_Brifae, is come hither. to be recruited. An Imperial 
Commiffary is gone from hence to receive on the 
edge of Sclavonia a Chiaux or Envoy from the Orto- 
man Port (who arriv’d fome time ago at Belgrade,) 
and conduct him hither. 

Frankfort, Feb.24. By Letters that came in to day 
from Ausburg we learn, that the Marfhal de Marfin 
has communicated to the Magiftrates of that City, 
an Order from the Elector of Bavaria for demolifhing 
the Fortifications thereof,under pretence that Reafons 
of War and theSecuriry of Bavaria require it: That 
the Town has drawn up a Remonftrance to be tranf- 
mitted to his Electoral Highnefs, to defire a ftop to 
be put ro the Execution of thisOrder; And that they 
flatter themfelves he will confent that at leaft the 

. Walls and Tower fhall be left ftanding. They have 
already paid the Elector 130000 Guilders in part of 
the 200000 demanded. of them. Some pretend his 
Electoral Highnefs is very much difpleas’d at the 
Marfhal de Marfin’s exacting fuch heavy Contribue 
tions every where, not {paring Bavaria it felf. The 
French and Bavarians are entred into the Upper Au- 
ftria again, where they levy Contributions and treat 
the People very inhumanly. “The Duke of Wirtem- 
berg is at Nordlingen,.to cover it from the Enemy, 
- forward the Fortifications that are making 

‘about it. 


Brunfwick, Feb.22.:The Queen of Puffia, who 


-had been fome time at the Court of Hanover, fet out 


from thence yefterday to return ro Berlin.Mr.Scepney, 
the Queen of England’s Envoy to the Emperor, at- 
tended her Pruifian Majefty from Hanover to Berlin, 
and after a few days ftay at that Court, he will pur- 
fue his Journey to. Vienna. We have Advice, thar 
the King of Denmark is making great Preparations 
of War both by Sea and Land ; and that the large 
Squadron he has order’d to. be fitted out, will be 
ready to put to Sea the beginning of the Spring. 
From thé Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 28. 
wLetters from Cologne of the 26th inftant fay, thar 
the Fortifications of Rhinberg will be demolifh’d next 
Month ;_ and that they apprehend the French defign 
to take the Field very early between the Macfe and 
the Mofelle, becaufe they had Advice that the Gar- 
rifons of Mets, Thionville, Luxemburg, and other 
neighbouring Places, have receiv’d Orders by feveral 
Expreffes to hold themfelves in a readinefs to march 
at the firft notice. 
Geneva, Feb. 19. Yefterday all the Dragoons of the 
French Troopsin Savoy began their March towards 


Dauphiney, and ‘tis faid will fhortly be fo!l'ow'd by 


the reft of thofe Troops. ’Tis alfo reported, They 
are to joyn the Forces rhat are already in Dauphiney, 
and to-be made up a Body of 20000 Men; and that 
they are to penetrare into Piemonr, or to guard the 
Paffages of the Rhone, to hinder the Camifars from 
getting over that River to joyn the Vaudois. The 


-Camifars are Mafters of the Field, and have lately 


had the better of the King’s Troops in 3 Actions: 
Of 4 Mills that ftood a little withour the Walls of 
Anduze, they have burnt 3. No body dares ftir out 
of the great Towns, and yet the Inhabirants of the 
open Country that are retir’d into thofe Toowns are 
like to be ftarv’d there,
